MORGENTHAU IS 


AGAINGT CUTS 


“Random Reductions” In 
U. S. Departments, Salary 
Slashes Are Opposed 


WASHINGTON, (iP—Secretary of 


the Treasury Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr., told the senate finance commit- 
tee today that the public “is will- 
ing and ready” to accept additional 
taxes to support the defense pro- 
gram, but he opposed “random re- 
ductions” in other federal appro- 
priations. 

Morgenthau told the committee 
that he opposes plans to reduce 
federal salaries, and said that gov- 
ernment workers, along with tie 
rest of the people, would have to 
participate in increased tax contri- 
butions and already they are mak- 
ing a contribution in the form of 
added hours of work without pay. 

As sent to the senate, the tax 
bill provides that single persons 
would have to file tax returns if 
their income exceeded $800 a year; 
married persons if their income ex- 
ceeded $2,000. For single persons, 
taxes would begin after $880 of in-' 
come; for married persons, after 
$2,200. | 

Under present law, a married per- | 
son with no dependents would have 
to pay a federal tax of $8 on a net /| 
income of $3,000; under the new | 
rates he would pay $28. Under pre- 
sent law a married person earning 
$2,500 would pay nothing; under the: 
new schedules, $10. 

The bill would increase taxes at 
other income levels for married | 
persons as follows: $4,000, from $44 
to $64; $5,000, from $80 to $100; | 
$6,000, from $116 to $136; $7,000, | 
from $172 to $212; $8,000, from $248 
to $288; $9,000, from $309 to $380; 
$10,000, from $415 to $480; $20,000, 
from $1,589 to $2,124; $30,000, from | 
$3,569 to $5,104; $50,000, from $8,- 
869 to $12,844; $100,000, from $32,- 
469 to $39.624. |

Dispatches from Turin said the out- 
skirts of the city were bombed but 
little damage was done.

The allies extended the blockade 
of exports and imports against 
Germany to include Italy.

German announcement that the 
Nazi troops are within 1214 miles of 
Paris along the Oise River means 
General Weygand is escaping from 
the encircling flank attacks of the 
enemy. The allied eastern and 
western armies along the Paris 
front have been maintaining a fair- 
ly straightened line in their retreat, 
but the central allied troops fight- 
ing in the Soissons region have been 
holding back, runing the risk of be- 
ing caught in a pocket. 

Weygand has now ordered their 
withdrawl from the closing trap. 
this is why the advancing Germans 
have reached easy artillery range of 
Paris along the Oise. The German 
war machine has not reached the 
point of exhaustion for which the 
aallies hoped. It has become essen- 
tial, therefore, that Weygand order 
a general retreat along the whole 
front. This retirement is being 
conducted in good order and seems 
to indicate that Hitler will fail to 
annihilate the allied armies. 

The fall of Paris to the Germans 
will mark the end of a successful 
phase of the war for Germany but 
it will not have a major effect on 
the outcome. In the war of 1812 
Washington was captured but 
America won the conflict. 

In the Spanish civil war the Anti- 
Franco forces held Madrid to the 
end but lost the war. 

It is now becoming probable that 
if paris is captured the new battle- 
line will run from the _ channel 
southeast to paris and then swing 
northeast toward Sedan, where the 


‘German break through occurred. 


The French territory thus occupied 
by the Germans compares to about 
four fifths the area of the State of 
Maine. The remainder of France, 
in allied control, equals the rest of 
New England, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Pennsylania, and 
Virginia.
